Both officers and folks 
at home determined that it must be 
a happy, healthy array, a clean army. 
They were united in the determina- 
tion to provide proper recreation as 
a change from the monotony of end- 
less restrictions and for relief from 
the strain of front-line service.

Features of that time 
were the' building of1 the Pershing 
Stadium near Paris and the holding 
there of the great games which have 
had a volume devoted to .them— 
"The Inter-Allied Games." .

"Entertaining the .American Army,"

Winthrop Ames sa?d: "En-

wars should be admitted to federal hospitals whether their dis- 
abilities resulted from army service oiNnot has a great deal 
-more to recommend it than any scheme designed to pay a bon- 
us to all veterans regardless of the state of ffieir health. 


iThere can be no question of the obligation which the Unit- 


ed States owes to its veterans. The obligation is one to help 
them when they are unable, through disability, to help them- 
selves. The former soldier who is ill should have the privil- 
ege of federal hospitalizatipn, especially in view of the fact that 
government officials stan3 sponsor for the statement that there 
are thousands of vacant beds in these institutions. 


Under the present system whereby a disabled veteran is 


forced to prove that his disability originated in his army or 
tavy service or was aggravated ihereby in "order to receive 
care at the hands of the government. It is frequently-difficult 
to prove this connection between service and disability and the 
result is that thousands of men who lost their health in the 
army or navy during the war are unable to secure medical jjd 
from the veterans' hospitals. 


(Acting upon the president's suggestion is an easy way to 


make,sure justice being done every disabled soldier. The hos- 
pitals can be thrown open to these additional veterans with but 
little added expense and the resultant improvement in the gen- 
ral health average of the nation will make the venture worth 
undertaking;.

Canada's Growing Trade. 


At a cost of $3,000,000 Canadian paper manufacturers 


have recently erected a pulp and paper plant near Winnipeg, 
in the province of Manitoba, Canada. This is the first paper 
mill in the province and is hailed by the people of Canada as 
'definite proof of the Dominion's expanding business. 


Not for years was it thought that Canada would have to 


seek an additional pulp supply in the prairie provinces. The 
resources of the eastern section of the Dominion were thought 
to be sufficient for a long time to come. But when Canadian 
newsprint production jumped from 690,000,000 tons in .1921 
to over a billion tons in 1922 it was quickly realized that great- 
er production facilities were necessary.

Disadvantages of Four-Wheel Brakes 


/ Against the only advantage (?) of four-wheel brakes, 
namely, quicker stopping, there are six serious dis- 
advantages which make them mechanically imprac- ] 
ticable, dangerous, uncomfortable, and expensive to 
owners, as follows: 


1. Danger of Accidents. With permission, we quote 


from a recent circular of the Rolls-Royce Company to 
their dealers, upon which we cannot improve: 


"Basically, the fault with front-wheel brakes 


lies in the danger of front-wheel skids, which are 
uncontrollable and consequently vastly more dan- 
gerous than a rear-wheel skid.

Patent Situation , 


Four-wheel brakes have been in existence for about 


twenty years, during which time thousands of patents 
have been taken out in Europe and the United States, 
many of which have expired, and it is very doubtful if 
there are any basic patents preventing the use of four* 
wheel brakes.

• European manufacturers have experimented with 
four-wheel brakes for two decades. English manu* 
facturers generally refuse to use them, although there 
are a few exceptions. 


French manufacturers use them more generally, 


many cars are equipped with "servo mechanisms,';?

locking of front wheels, insure equalization, ease the 
pedal pressure, etc., but this device introduces further 
complications of weight, lubrication and expense.
